“ 2914. Painting . - No motor vehicle other than a motor vehicle 
registered under sub -section (1) of section 39 of the Act, shall be painted in 
Olive Green Colour."

vehicle is a Defence Department Vehicle, if and when such a vehicle gets 
involved in an accident.

S. R. O. No. 685 / 76. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 39 and sub - section (1) of section 129 of the Kerala Panchayats 
Act, 1960 (32 of 1960 ), the Government of Kerala hereby make the 
following amendments to the Kerala Panchayats (Establishment) 
Rules, 1967 published as S. R. O. No. 302/67 in the Kerala Gazette 
No. 40 dated the 10th October 1967, the same having been previously 
published as required by sub - section (2 ) of section 130 of the said 
Act , naniely : 


AMENDMENTS 


In the said Rules, in rule 7 , (a ) for sub - rules (1 ), (2 ) and (3 ) the 
following shall be substituted , namely : 

(1 ) The power to appoint a person to any post in the regular 
establishment of a Panchayat shall vest in the District Panchayat 
Officer having jurisdiction over the Panchayat. 

(b ) the existing sub -rule (4 ) shall be renumbered as sub-rule ( 2) 
and for the sub - rule so re - numbered the following shall be substituted, 
namely: 
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(2 ) The appointing authority under sub - rule (1 ) shall comply 
with the provisions of the Employment Exchange (Compulsory 
Notification of Vacancies ) Act , 1959 (Central Act 31 of 1959) and the 
Rules and orders issued thereunder relating to notification of 
vacancies to the Employment Exchange , before the appointments 
are made. 

(c) the existing sub -rule (5 ) shall be renumbered as sub -rule (3).

Explanatory Note 
(This does not form part of the notification but is intended to 
indicate its general purport), 

Sub -rule (1) of rule 7 of the Kerala Panchayats ( Establishment) 
Rules, 1967 states that save as otherwise provided in sub - rule (2 ) 
the power to appoint a person to any post in the establishment of a 
Panchayat shall vest in the Executive Authority . By the amend 
ments of this rule the power to appoint a person to any post in the 
regular establishment of a Panchayat is vested in the District 
Panchayat Officer having jurisdiction over the Panchayat till the 
appointments under common service to Panchayat employees being 
constituted as per G. O. MS. 150 / 73 /LA & SWD dated 27-3-1973 is 
entrusted to the Public Service Commission . The amendments are 
intended to achieve the above object. 
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
